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Attachment to Advisory Action 

This office action is in response to request for reconsideration and remarks filed on 
February 6, 2007. Original application contained Claims 1-21. Applicant previously amended 
Claims 1-21. Presently Claims 1-21 are pending for consideration. 

Applicant's arguments filed on February 6, 2007 have been fiilly considered but they are 
not persuasive because of the following reasons: 

Regarding Claims 1-21 applicants argued that the system of cited prior art (CPA) [Saito 
(U. S. Patent 5,867,579), and fiulher in view of Le Roy (U. S. Patent 4,723,285)] does not teach, 
the subject matter as claimed. 

Regarding Claims 1 applicant stated that in the system of cited prior [Saito (U. S. Patent 
5,867,579)] "does not disclose the encryption processing device, and there is no disclosure 
displaying the digital content contaminated in a spotted or striped manner on an output device 
without decryption, as disclosed and claimed". 

This is not found persuasive. The system of cited prior art clearly teach an apparatus for 
displaying, storing, copying, editing or transferring digital data, and protecting digital data 
copyrights (Fig.4-6). In the signal processing flow as shown in 8 (a), the original data (71) 
CmOksl (encrypted using the first secret-key Ksl and supplied) is initially decrypted (72) using 
the first secret key Ksl: MO=D (Ksl, CmOksl), and the decrypted data MO is then edited (73) 
while being displayed. The data Ml completed editing is re-encrypted (75) using the second 
secret key Ks2: Cmlks2=E (Ks2, Ml) and stored, copied, and transferred (76) (col. 18 line 9 to 
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line 66, and col. 9 line 1 to line 12). As a result, cited prior art does implement and teach a 
system and method that relates to an art for dealing with the digital content requiring copyright 
as broadly claimed in independent and dependent Claims (Saito: col. 3 line 1 1 to col. 19 line 54, 
and Le Roy: col. 2 line 25 to col. 5 line 17).
